The one egg, tem­ 
porarily stopped, is incased in the sec­ 
ond, which is thus formed around i t 
This accounts for the abnormal size 
of the completed egg, whicff is eventu­ 
ally evicted, at times with much pain 
and difficulty', and occasions death not 
infrequently through egg binding, as it 
is termed. 
The condition may be 
brought about by too much fat forming 
element in the fowls’ dietary—Indian 
corn, for example, as a' sole food—or 
in a measure may be constitutional and 
confined to an Individual specimen or 
even to a strain of birds. 
The inner 
egg is often yokeless, though not in­ 
variably so.

In 1610 the London company, the 
proprietors of the colony of Virginia, 
sent over a Mr. King and 150 skilled 
ironworkers to erect furnaces on Fall­ 
ing creek. 
These men came chiefly 
from W arwickshire and Staffordshire 
aud when once in Virginia named the 
village that grew up about their iron 
works Warwick. 
Mr. King soon dropped out of the 
enterprise, and a Captain Bluett su­ 
perintended the erection of the works. 
But his career was a short one, after 
which John Berkeley, son of Sir John 
Berkeley, a nobleman of much dis­ 
tinction, 
succeeded to the superin- 
tendency of 
the 
establishment and 
conducted it ably until one day—March 
22, 1022—the Indians, under Opitcba- 
pan, a brother of Powhatan, surprised 
the village and murdered Berkeley and 
150 men and women. 
In 1700 mills were built upon the 
ruins of the iron furnace. 
Iu those 
mills was ground the first flour export­ 
ed from America, much of it going to 
South America. 
From that time on 
W arwick grew rapidly until It became 
an important m anufacturing aud ship­ 
ping village, as it was at the head of 
navigation. 
Shortly before the outbreak of the 
Revolutionary war Colonel Arehibuld 
Cary acquired possession of the vast 
estate known as Ampthill, that lay 
on the Jam es river and inland along 
Falling creek for a distance. 
The es­ 
tate was named after one in England. 
Colonel Cary was chairman of the 
committee that drafted the first bill 
of rights and state constitution in 
America, that of Virginia. 
When the 
W’ar broke out he took an active part 
in the military operations of his coun­ 
try In the south. 
Tarleton, the British general, sailed 
up the Jam es river and burned W ar­ 
wick and Colonel Cary’s mills on Fall­ 
ing creek. 
The old Ampthill house occupied by 
Colonel Cary at the time is still stand­ 
ing, and the present owners are de­ 
scendants of the Cary family.—Scien­ 
tific American.

Fiv « -Year-Old Galesburg Boy Meets 
an Untimely Death. 
Gale Steinfeldt, th e five-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs.

of Galesburg, died Saturday evening 
from Cttae result of a kick received in 
th e h ead from th e family driving 
h orse early in th e afternoon. 
From all accounts it seems th a t th e 
little fellow h ad just finish ed h is din­ 
ner and went into th e yard to feed th e 
oh lckens. 
He went to th e barn and 
got some sh elled corn wh ich h e scat- | 
tered on th e ground. Th e h orse be­ 
ing loose in th e same lot, would not 
allow th e ch ickens to feed and little 
Gale attem pted to keep h im away 
with a sh ort belt. 
' 
Th e h orse wh eeled 
and kioked, 
striking h im a terrific blow on th e 
side of th e jaw. Th e little fellow was 
th rown several feet by th e forca of 
th e blow, striking th e back of h is 
against a cedar post. 
Th e injured ch ild was picked up in 
an unconscious condition in wh ioh ne 
remained until h e died a few h ours 
later. Dr. Morris was called, but it 
was found th a t tbe skull was frac­ 
tured at th e base of th e brain, wh ere 
h is bead struck th e post and all h opes 
of saving h is life were given up. 
Th e h orse Is one th at Mr. Stein­ 
feldt h ad used for a family driving j 
h orse for th ree years and was always i 
considered safe.

“Th e primary election law h as pro­ 
vided a means by wh ich th e judgment 
of th e primary electors may be deter­ 
mined and th e will of tbe people reg­ 
istered. 
Wh ile we may concede th a t 
some of its provisions are apparently 
contradictory, and wh ile it will re­ 
quire a decision of th e supreme court 
to remove some doubts, yet th e law 
as it stands, and considered as
